man spent four hours on the wltneus 
stand bere today In the offices of 
Referee Daniel J. Gleason.

"The Hysterical letter." 
This missive is always referred to 
by the defense—her side—as "the hys- 
terical letter," meaning that she was 
not quite mentally well when she 
penned it—and by her husband's at- 
torneys as "the confession letter"— 
always intimating that she wrote in 
this document an admission that the 
prospective baby was "Fred's" not 
"Jimmy's." 
The letter, known as "Exhibit A." 
was held by Justice Morschauser test 
summer, when he was fixing the tem- 
porary alimony for Mrs. Stillman, to 
be inadmissible. That ruling of his, 
however, does not bind Referee Glea- 
eon. If Mr. Gleason sees fit, he may 
admit It. 
The "confession" letter or "hyster- 
ical" letter was Introduced late ihls 
afternoon by Rand.

Before she could 
reply her attorneys, John E. Mack and 
John F. Brennan, objected, and Ref- 
eree Gleason sustained them, declar- 
ing he would render a. decision to- 
morrow morning as to whether the 
missive might enter the case.

Kuhn swore "F B " meant not Fred 
Beamais, but Farmer Brothers, a 
Jewelry firm of Montreal, and was 
Kimply a trade-mark. The ring was 
worth about $3. 
"I never wore It," laughed Mrs. 
Btillman. "It was one of those rings 
some men used to wear about their 
neckties to keep them In place." 


Before being cross-examined, Mrs.

Mack. This, too, brought out some 
material advantageous to her side.

One of the chief things to 'consid- 


er If you wish to build economically, 
Is the size of the house. It is Just as 
uneconomical to build too small a 
home, as too large. 
It involves 
probable remodeling later—which is 
often rather unsatisfactory, as well 
as relatviely more evpensive—and it 
also Involves Irritating and Inconven- 
ient crowding before the remodeling 
Is finally done, tl is best to plan for 
probable future needs, if possible, 
without involving a burden of unused 
space* In the meantime. 
The home pictured here solves the 


probablem admirably. The two bed- 
rooms upstairs need not be finished 
off at first, and you will still have a 
complete, and' desirable, five-room 
home on the first floor. This makes 
It an excellent plan for those who 
expect to build but once, and there- 
fore want a home that is not too 
large for now, but which will fill 
their needs for many years to come. 
Very often a downstairs bedroom 


and bathroom are a great conveni- 
ence, especially where there are chil- 
dren or elderly people in the family, 
or in cases of illness. It is unusual 
to find a plan in which these rooms 
are so well-arranged for privacy from 
the rest of the house, and for pleas- 
antness, as they are here. Being at 
the back of the house, thev are un- 
disturbed by the noise of the street, I 
and may be shut from view and in- 
trusion from the day portion of the 
house. Both have a cross-circulation 
of air 
The smaller has, in addition 


to its clothes closet, a built-in tray 
case, which economizes space In the 
room. 
Two upstairs bedrooms, an- 


other bathroom and a large dressing 
room supplement these downstairs 
bedrooms. 
These are reached by 
means of an open stair. In the corner 
of the living room. 
The living room and dining room 


occupy the entire front of the house, 
connected by French doors 
Bqth 
are gilht, pleasant rooms. 
Space is 


provided for the china, silver and lin- 
ens In the dining room by corner 
cupboards of attractive design 
The 


kitchen is located centrally, Just to 
the rear of the dining room, but in 
front of the bedrooms, so that It is 
but a step from any room on the 
first floor. This is a point the woman 
who does her own housework—and 
by far the majority do—will appreci- 
ate, and yet which is found in sur- 
prisingly few of the plans which are 
usually submitted to her for ap- 
proval. A good-sized side porch ad- 
Joins the kitchen, suitable for a sup- 
plementary work place in summer. 
One might even serve meals there in 
the hot weather, unseen from the 
Ti-ont of the house, but with a pleas- 
ant view o fthe grassy sideyard. The 
refrigerator entry and basement step 
are handy both from the porch and 
from the kitchen. 
When there is a side street or drive 


at the right o fone's lot, the plan may 
be -''reversed," so. that the kitchen 
entrry may <ake advantage of it The 
generous frornrt porch is an enticing 
feature of the plan. 
Stucco is shown as the material 


of construction, though various other 
materials may be used. 
Casement 
windows are most appropriate, on ac- 
count of the English development of 
the entire exterior; an& contrary to 
general superstition, casement win- 
dows if propertly fitted with hard- 
war0 and frames, are Just as weath- 
erproof as double-hung windows, "in 
climates where double-hung windows 
have to be used, they may be substi- 
tuted in the same size openings with- 
out destroying the artistic balance of 
the exterior, but they should also be 
divided into small panes, If the best 
effect is to be secured.

fell last 
night about 11 o'clock, 
chocking nearly all of southside Vir-

•tone, but up until tonight no trace 
of fragments had been reported in 
Nottoway county. 
Many who witnessed the phenome- 


non here declare that the meteor ap- 
parently exploded near here and scat- 
tered over the vldn^jy of JCottoway 
Pond, about six mHes from town. 
Members of a hl£h school picnic 
party at the pond last night declare 
that the falling meteor was a very 
beautiful sight, taking the form of a 
bluish ball of fire about the sl*e of a 
%at which traveled across the sky a 
terrific rate of speed, gradually turn- 
ed reddish In color and then burnt, 
spreading in all directions wJth a 
splendor superior to any fireworks. 


The glare, which Is said to have 
also been visible in Amelia, Dlawlddie 
and Brunswick counties, lighted up 
the whole vicinity around BJackstone 
ontl Ithe lull moon was hardly no- 
ticeable 1n the added glare. 
Those 
who wltnws«s the ejartliny Illumi- 
nation declare that :t was preceded by 
a low, shrieking sound and that the 
explosion was followed fcy a difil 
rambling sound similar to thunder.

The rumbling sound and skyrocket 
explosion awakened many who had 
retired and some sa ythat at the 
evploslon fingers of fire sprayed out 
In all directions seemingly directly 
over the collage.

General Daugherty will be allowed 
the additional $500,000 he requested 
for pushing the prosecution of war

Chairman Madden, of the ouse appro- 
priation* committee made this an- 
nouncement following a secret hear- 
ing given the attorney general today. 


Mr. Daugherty -went over in detail 
several of the cases pending- The at- 
torney general greatly increased his 
estimate of the number of cases and 
of the amount o fmoney to be col- 
lected as outlined in his letter this 
week to President Harding. 


In the letter he stated the depart- 
ment was handling upward of 200 
caces and that "the aggregate possi- 
ble recoveries In these cases, if the 
government should 
be completely 
successful in each, would probably 
equal $100.000.000." 


Today he told the committee the 
department was handling 276 cases 
Involving 1199,000.000 that ought to 
come hack to the treasury. He said 
new cases are being received every 
da yas fast as they can be audited 
in the War Department and that al- 


ready $13,000,000 has been collected 
out of 16.000 cases audited. 
Mr. Daugherty 
declared that as 


new audits come along the business 
o fthe Department of Justice grows 
and that his present force Is too small 
to supply all the attention needed. 
It is his intention to build up a di- 


vision in his department \o give its 
whole attention to the cases, and he 
will employ several additional men. 
The appropriations committee is not 
planning to place any limit on the 
salaries to be paid. Chairman Mad- 
den said they would be gox*erned by 
the rules of the Department of Jus- 
tice.
